29 (AP)-^Japanese armed forces, 
the first of 40,000 expected, today 
occupied Camranh naval base on 
the east coast of Indo-China. 


40,000 Troops 


Guarded by warships, a fleet of 


transports slipped into- Camranh 
Bay and the Japanese occupation of 
southern 
Indo-China went into 


high gear as troops swarmed ashore. 
At Hanoi, it was officially 
an- 


nounced that 40,000 troops would be 
stationed in southern mdo-Chma. 


The base, situated within airplane 


range of the British stations at 
Singapore and Hongkong, boasts 
two splendid harbors and ideal na- 
tural defenses in 
which encircle it.

Gar- 
risons will be stationed at Baria on 
the road to St. Jacques and Mytho 
southwest of Saigon, while Cambo- 
dian cities to be occupied include 
Pnom-Penh. Siemreap and Hatien 
on the Gulf of Siam. 


Dispatches from Hanoi said Jap- 


anese warplanes soon would be sta- 
tioned at eight strategic bases dom- 
inating the eastern coast of Indo- 
China, the Thailand border and the 
upper half of the Gulf of Siam. 


Five of these, an official 
an- 


nouncement disclosed, are situated 
on the east coast, starting with 
Tourane and running southward as 
follows: Hatrang, near Camranh 
Bay; Bienhoa. 20 miles north of 
Saigon: Tansonnhut, -which is Sai- 
gon's airfield, and Soctrang. eight 
miles south of Saigon.

Moscow. July 29 (AP)—The Rus- 


sians declared today the tide of war 
was turning in their favor on land, 
sea and air, reported Nazi drives 
cracking up against an unyielding 
Red army defense and said strong- 
Iv-guarded Moscow had stood off its 
sixth night air raid. 


In the air attack last night after 


a night of respite from the mass 
raids, the Russians said their night 
fighters and anti-aircraft 
guns 


downed nine raiders and kept all 
but a few of 140 to 150 attacking; 
pfenes from reaching the city.

Philadelphia bore the brunt of the 


storms, zigzagging lightning strik- 
ing trolley cars, a power plant, 
transformers, barns, houses and 
starting more than a score of fires 
in the city's northeast.

Torrential rains lashed by wind 


reaching 60 miles an hour in gusts 
flooded several sections of the city.

Huge Trees Uprooted 


Heavy property damage was re- 


ported in the Williamsport vicinity. 
Wind of cyclonic proportions ripped 
off a section of the roof at the C.. A. 
Reed Company Paper Novelty plant, 
rain pouring in and damaging goods 
on three floors. A barn on one 
farm was wrecked, a silo on another. 
Trees, some as tall as 80 feet, were 
pulled out of the ground, some fall- 
ing on automobiles. 


Three Adams County boroughs 


have taken action to conserve their 
water supplies that are being re- 
duced due to the prolonged July 
drought. 


At a special meeting of the Ar- 


endtsville borough council Monday 
evening a resolution was passed 
which provides that the upper 
county town's water supply should 
be used only for regular and neces- 
sary purposes and not for irriga- 
tion. 


The resolution also states that the 


water will be shut off from any con- 
sumer who violates its provisions 
and that a $5 charge will be made 
to have the water turned on again. 


Adequate Supply 


Arendtsville's water supply is se- 


cured from springs about 2% miles 
from the borough. It was brought 
out at the meeting Monday that 
there is enough water for the 130 
consumers on the system for neces- 
sary household purposes. The reso- 
lution, it was pointed out, was 
passed for the purpose of curtailing 
the use of water for sprinkling lawns 
and gardens.' 


York Springs and Littlestown are 


the other two county boroughs that 
are urging their residents to con- 
serve water. 


York Springs secures its water 


from springs that are located two 
miles from town. The water is 
stored in a 285,000-gallon reservoir 
about one mile from town. Borough 
officials have asked consumers to 
save water wherever possible. The 
borough has a fine for the use of 
water on lawns and gardens at the 
present time. 


Uryes Conservation 


In Littlestown no restriction has 


been placed on the use of water, but 
the consumers have been requested 
to conserve it. WeHs and springs 
provide jfche borough's supply. At 
the' July meeting of the Littlestown 
council last week it was decided to 
augment the water supply by drill- 
ing more wells. 


Gettysburg's "supply of water is 


about normal for this time of the 
year, Vernon Corle, manager of the 
local water company, said this 
morning. Water in Marsh Creek 
dropped considerably over the week- 
end and is only trickling over the 
dam at the pumping station, but 
the manager said that is often the 
condition at this time. He pointed 
out that there was no need yet

going dry on some farms in the 
county, but a survey of most of the 
county today showed that the water 
supply in the various sections, while 
growing smaller as the drought 
continues, is not critical 


Three canning plants — C. H. 


Musselman, Bigljrville; Knouse Cor- 
poration, Peach Glen, and I. Z. 
Musselman, Orrtanna — reported 
sufficient water to carry on their 
operations. 


Most of the damage being caused 


by the drought is being noticed on 
lawns, trees, shrubbery and flowers. 
The last measurable amount of rain 
fell on July 11, Arendtsville labora- 
tory reports show. On that day .04 
of an inch was recorded. The total 
rainfall for the first 28 days of July 
is 223 inches. The records at Ar- 
endtsville show that the normal 
rainfall for July is 3.88 inches. The 
July deficiency of 1.65 inches of rain 
to date and the deficiencies that 
were piled up by a dry spring, are 
held partly to blame for the dimin- 
ishing supplies in the county.

Arendtsville’.* water supply is se­ 
cured from springs about SH miles 
from the borough. 
It was brought 
out at the meeting Monday thai 
there is enough water for the 130 
consumers on the system for neces­ 
sary household purposes 
The reso­ 
lution, 
it was pointed out, was 
passed for the purpose of curtailing 
the use of water for sprinkling lawn* 
and gardens 
York Springs and Littlestown are 
the other two county boroughs th at 
are urging their residents to con­ 
serve water. 
York Springs secures its water 
from springs that are located two 
miles from town. 
The water is 
stored in a 265,000-gallon reservoir 
about one mite from town. Borough 
officials have asked consumers to 
save water wherever possible. 
The 
borough has a fine for the use of 
water on lawns and gardens at the 
present time. 
Urges Conservation 
In Littlestown no restriction has 
been placed on the use of wwter, but 
the consumers have been requested 
to conserve it. 
Wells and springs 
provide the borough's supply. 
At 
the July meeting of the Littlestown 
council last week it was decided to 
augm ent the water supply by drill­ 
ing more wells. 
Gettysburg's supply of water is 
about normal for this time of the

One of the grim aspects of the 


great conflict in the Russian theater, 
which today's reports indicate is 
continuing with fierce intensity but 
without much change in position, is 
that it has developed into a savage 
and primitive battle of extermina- 
tion which is costing the lives of un- 
told thousands. 


The Nazis early announced and 


frequently emphasized complete de- 
struction of the Red Army as its pri- 
mary objective. The matter pre- 
.sumably was publicized by Berlin 
for the purpose of breaking Bol- 
shevist morale, but for once Nazi 
propaganda—which has been uni- 
formly clever-in this war—seems to 
have gone wrong. Somebody over- 
looked the fact that there were few 
announcements likely to make the 
Reds fight harder. 


Respond In Kind 


The Muscovites instead'of gutting 


have accepted the German gage and 
responded in kind to the Hitlerian 
methods- of liquidation. The result, 
is an altogether bloody business of 
the survival of the fittest.

Death of John Picking, Esq: Mr.

If the dates of the building of the first mill are correct 


Mr. Kitzmiller must either have been a "squatter" or the 
tract held in dispute, since the tragic altercation between 
Martin Kitzmiller and Dudley Diggs occurred in 1752. 


The founder of this mill exercised sufficient foresight 


to carve in stone a few dates to be a guide for future genera- 
tions. In the gable of the old mill, about 14 feet from the 
ground, is placed half a mill burr in the wall, upon which 
is the following inscription: Hans Martin Kitzmiller, under- 
neath the inscription are the initials I H G K M, on the left 
Ano 1738, on the right Ano 1755, underneath the five initials 
May 12, 1791. According to these dates the first log mill 
was built in 1738, which antedates any of the churches or- 
ganized west of York. In 1755 part of the mill now standing, 
28 by 42 feet, was built of brick, and on the north gable it 
can yet be seen where the mill was built alongside of the 
old mill or a dwelling house; a dwelling house is still re- 
membered by old citizens, and in 1791 an addition was built 
to the mill, making her dimensions 42 by 60, walls 2 feet 
thick and 3 stories high. We have heard of no one yet that 
could solve the meaning of the five initials. Your historian 
might venture on a guess, but not having access to the proper 
manuscripts, he will withhold his opinion for the present. 


In 1773 John and George Kitzmiller, Assignees of Martin 


Kitzmiller, conveyed the mill and 1881/4 acres of land to 
George Kitzmiller for the sum of 5 shillings. In 1829 Jacob 
Heagy. of Germany township, bought of Michael Kitzmiller, 
Executor of George Kitzmiller. the mill and 85 acres for 
$7.060. In 1830 he sold the mill and farm to Jacob Kitzmiller 
for $7.600. In 1831 Michael Kitzmiller bought the mill and 
farm, 85 acres, for $8,360. In 1832 Mr. Kitzmiller increased 
the water power by building the mill dam, which covered 18 
acres. 
Tn 1844 he sold the mill and 26 acres of land to 


William S. Jenkins for $6,500. 
Thus the mill, with the 


exception of one year, was in the possession of the Kitzmillers 
for 106 years. Wm. S. Jenkins sold the mill to John Duttera 
n 1854 for $8,010. 


In 1866 Ephraim and Benjamin Bollinger bought the 


mill of John Duttera for $9.000. The tract now contains 
27 acres. The Bollinger brothers remodeled the mill in 1869, 
putting in turbine wheels and entire new machinery, etc. 
After the death of Benjamin his brother, Ephraim Bollinger, 
bought his half interest in 1877, and is now the sole owner. 


A short distance north of the mill was a saw and hemp 


mill, the tail race still being visible. There was a clover 
huller run by water power in connection with the property.

and Bollinper farms, were owned by the 
wen- robust and hardy pioneers.

NAZIS RESUME 
LONDOJHTTACK 


London. July 29 (AP)—German 


aerial raiders struck at London for 
the first time in nearly two months 
early Monday, wrecking homes and 
causing casualties among shelter- 
scorning residents in several dis- 
tricts, while the RAF bombed Dun- 
kerque docks. 


For two hours the Luftwaffe units 


flew above the British capital, loos- 
ing explosives and incendiaries from 
muggy skies which followed upon 
week-end storms that curtailed gen- 
eral air operations. 


The British said that last night 


was the fifth night since early in 
June in which the RAF made no 
forays into western Germany. 


Seme fighter planes strafed air- 


dromes in northern France during 
the night and bombers laid mines in 
German-controlled waters, the air 
ministry said. 


British Get Careless 


The German raid this morning 


caught many Londoners with a false 
sense of security, and more than a 
dozen persons were killed. 


Four persons who did go to shel- 


ters were killed, it was reported. 


Two women, a man and a child 


inside an Anderson shelter were 
lifted with it over housetops and 
dropped in an adjoining street when 
a bomb scored a direct hit. 


Striking 
almost simultaneously, 


10 high-explosive bombs fell in the 
middle of one suburban street or 
struck houses. At least six women 
and six children were killed and 
several others were injured, some 
seriously, it was reported.

British Sub Captain Tells 


Of Sinking Eight Axis Ships 


Alexandria. Egypt. July 29 (De- 


layed)— (AP).—A British submarine 
captain. Just returned from Medi- 
terranean operations, described to- 
day the sinking of an Axis convoy 
off Crete as "knocking them off 
like wooden ducks in a shooting 
gallery." 


Ordered to frustrate German and 


Italian efforts to reinforce Aegean 
Islands, the captain came back with 
a "sunk" score of five caiques, two 
schooners, one big Italian tanker and 
one troop transport. 


The captain was at sea about two 


weeks. His detailed account of ac- 
tion went something like this: 


"Sliding through the Aegean the 


jubmarine first came upon a con- 
voy of two troopships escorted by a 
destroyer and an aircraft. The ships 
were loaded with Italian soldiers 
probably on their way to Piraeus, 
Port of Athens. 


"Ashcans" Miss 


"We immediately fired torpedoes 


at each of the ships, one about 4,000 
tons, the other 2,500 tons. We hit 
and undoubtedly sank the largest, 
which,- I believe, was the City of 
Tripoli. The destroyer depth-charg- 
ed us for nearly an hour as we 
rapidly submerged, but their 'ash- 
cans' didn't fall close enough. 


(Lloyd's register lists no City of 


Tripoli, but there is a 2,933-ton 
passenger vessel named Citta di 
Tripoli.) 


Using her four-inch deck gun, the 


submarine 
later 
sank a caique 


aboard which there were 30 Ger- 
mans, the captain said. 


Through the periscope about two 


days later, the captain sighted a 
large caique and a schooner, both 
flying the Swastika and loaded with 
troops. Coming to the surface the 
submarine opened fire and shelled 
for six minutes, setting both ships 
ablaze. 
Aibout 100 German sold- 


iers leaped for rubber boats. 


Some time later the submarine 


ran into her first night action. A 
convoy of three caiques and one 
schooner was sighted between the 
Greek mainland and Crete carrying 
troops, fuel oil and ammunition, the 
captain said. 


"We 


Shoot Germans 


sank them one by one, 


knocking them off like wooden ducks 
in a shooting gallery by gunfire un- 
der brilliant early-morning moon- 
light,'' the captain said. 
"There 


was some light fire from a gun 
aboard one of the caiques, but all 
their shells burst miles from us." 


The submarine moved alongside 


one of the caiques before sinking 
her. 


One of the submarine 
officers 


boarded the caique. He spoke Ger- 
man. While he asked questions one 
German soldier attempted to hurl 
a hand grenade, but he was shot 
dead. Another German raised his 
rifle and he, too, was shot down. The 
Germans were ordered to abandon 
the caique and then clambered into 
a rubber raft.

pay Uncle Sam. directly and indi- 
rectly, $42.10 in an average year 
under present rates.

Other new taxes he 
Igured according to the prices he 
expected to pay included: 50 cents 
on a new toaster; $2.50 on a camera; 
$1 for sporting goods; $1 for a new 
traveling bag; $5 on a musical in- 
strument for Junior; 50 cents on 


soft drinks (300 nickel bottles); and 
$5 on jewelry. Except for soft drinks, 
which are to be taxed 1/6 of a 
cent per ordinary bottle, these taxes 
are figured at 10 per cent of manu- 
facturers' price. 


Some regular items in his budget 


also may be taxed heavier. For in- 
stance, he ordinarily buys a half 
dozen packs of playing cards a year, 
the tax on which would rise from 66 
to 78 cents.

A field flask with drinking water. 
tea or coffee today in the east is 
worth more than anything that can 
happen to you. 
That comrade begs as though he 
wanted to borrow IOO marks from 
you 
Or he offers you other lux­ 
uries in exchange, a whole 
frying 
pan full of butter, one dozen eggs, 
cigarettes—whatever he just hap­ 
pens to have. 
The other day one lad offered for 
one field flask full of tea one pair 
of boots which he had found aban­ 
doned in Soviet barracks. 
The loveliest vehicles in this war 
are those from whose tops protrude 
little stovepipes—the field kitchens. 
Not on account of the pork roast 
which they offer you, and not on 
account of the pea soup, but solely 
on account of their tea. 
In peacetime the field kitchens 
usually tieat their kettles for drink 
ables twice a day, 
once 
for the 
morning, once for the evening cof­ 
fee. In this war they haven't be­ 
come cold for a single hour. One 
can come to them of mornings at 4, 
or nights at ll, during the pause 
between skirmishes, or in tile midst 
of tile din of battle. Their kettles 
will grow cold for the first time only 
after the last shots of this cam­ 
paign have been fired 
Two Cups of Water 
Yesterday for the first time in 
long while I was privileged really to 
wash and shave myself. 
It was 
veritable 
dissipation indulged in 
with that water. 
Why, I had two 
whole drinking cups full of water 
for it! 
The otiier day in an abandoned 
villa of high Soviet commissars we 
ran into a tremendous booty: 
we 
didn’t, take the phonograph, not the 


books and cutglass candelabra, but 
five empty wine bottles 
Then one 
comrade panhandled his way up and 
down our materials 
avenue 
and 
"touched’’ the field kitchens. 
Each 
filled one bottle for him. 
Unfortunately the fifth bottle sus­ 
tained a crack from hot tea. The 
comrade was roundly blamed 
for 
acting so carelessly—why didn’t he 
warm up the bottle slowly? 
We yearn for much—for example 
for one hour without the din of bat­ 
tle. for one stretch of summer land­ 
scape that doesn't smell of confla­ 
gration and death, for one 
walk 
through a street of peace with chil­ 
dren's laughter and clinking of 
glasses reaching your ear from a 
Jolly window. Yet all this becomes 
threadbare and infinitesimal com­ 
pared with the yearning for the 
great wrater, for water for drinking, 
for bathing, for nonsensical wal­ 
lowing. 
For: 
This war is tile driest of all wars!.
